In the year King Uzziah died.

“and His train filled the temple” 
Above the throne stood seraphims.

Isaiah: A Life Dedicated to God 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


Gen. 


Then Isaiah heard the voice of 
the Lord saying, ‘Whom shall I 
send, and who will go for us’? 
And Isaiah answered gladly, 
“Here am I, send me,” which is 
our Golden Text for today. 

And the Lord said: ‘Go and tell 
this people, Hear ye indeed, but 
understand not; and see ye in- 
deed, but perceive not. 

“Make the heart of this people 
fat, and make their ears heavy, 
and shut their eyes; lest they see 
with their eyes, and hear with 
their ears, and understand with 
their hearts and convert and be 
healed.” 

Evidently the Lord was _ con- 
vinced that the people would not 
see or hear and try to do what 
was right, so to punish them He 
made them really unable to see 
and distinguish right from wrong. 


“How Long?” asks Isaiah 

Isaiah asked, ‘“‘Lord, how long?” 
And the Lord answered, “Until the 
cities be wasted without inhabi- 
tants, and the houses without 
man, and the land be utterly deso- 
late.” 

That was the end of Isaiah’s 
vision, and he went from the tem- 
ple and fulfilled the mission the 


Lord had given him, preaching 
everywhere of the destruction of 
the Children of Israel if they lis- 
tened not to his voice. Too well 
he knew that few would listen to 
him, but God expected him to 
warn unceasingly as long as there 
was one left to hear his voice. 
Regarding this vision of Isaiah’s, 
it is explained that the symbol- 
ism of the seraphim with six 
wings meant that the two cover- 
ing the feet and the two cover- 
ing the face meant reverence, and 


the two outstretched for flight 
meant obedience. 

For 40 years Isaiah worked and 
preached. He is called the great- 
est of the prophets, and he had 
two sons, whose names were 
Shear-jashub and Maher-shalal- 
hash-baz. He was an aristocrat 
and taught and lived in Jerusalem, 
and for many years had a great 
deal of influence, but at last, 
when a pagan group was in pow- 
er, he is said to have suffered mar- 
tyrdom.
